ARTHUR E. N elson, republican candidate for the United 
States senate, has a record for constructive leadership. 
It was 
evidenced during his two terms as mayor of St. Paul. That same 
spirit, initiative and energy will be carried to his new office when 
he is elected U. S. senator from Minnesota. 
He has definite ideas 
as to the steps that will lead to placing northwest agriculture and 
industry on an economic equality with eastern industry. 
The other night we stood at the depot at Brainerd and 
watched a train pull through westward and it had 125 empty 
freight cars in the train. If Nelson can so bring about a situation 
in industry and agriculture, freight rates, etc., as will fill some of 
these empties, look what it means to the railway and our shops. 
A loaded car means more business for the railroad. 
A loaded car 
ultimately requires more attention at our shops as the wear and 
tear is greater. 
Minnesota farmers and business men who at times find the 
many conflicting arguments about the ways and means of secur­ 
ing farm relief somewhat confusing are getting a great deal of 
hope from the common sense statements of Mr. Nelson. 
In his keynote address he said, “There has been a steady de­ 
cline in the percentage of income received by American agricul­ 
ture since the war. 
In 1920 the farmer was getting 13.8 per cent 
of the national income. In 1925 and 1926, the last years for which 
statistics are available, he was receiving but 7V4 per cent of the 
national income. In other words, the farmer, comprising between 
26 and 27 per cent of our total population receives but I V t per 
cent of our total national income. 
Mr. Nelson believes that consideration of the farm problem 
should not end with discussion but must be dealt with in terms of 
action. His plan calls for: 
1. The retention and revision upyvard of the protective tariff. 
2. Improvement of our inland waterways and a route to the 
sea as a means of securing equitable freight rates for farm prod­ 
ucts. 
3. Reorganization of our marketing system with government 
assistance to protect the farmer from seasonal gluts and period­ 
ical surpluses. 
“When the farmer starts his year,” says Mr. Nelson, “ he 
knows he has three things he must do; first, he must prepare the 
soil and do his planting; second, he must cultivate his crop; and 
finally, he must harvest it. These three things he must do, come 
what may. 
To me, the three steps I advocate are just as plain 
and just as necessary. 
If we meet obstacles, we must overcome
